ROOSEVELT DENOUNCES

WASHINGTON, April 2.—(#)— 
President Roosevelt struck at mount- 
ing prices of durable goods, such as 
stee] and copper, by announcing today 
that public works expenditures will 
be aimed hereafter at providing more 
purchasing power for consumer goods. 

He readily acknowledged that this 
constitutes a reversal of the public 
works policy pursued at the outset of 
his administration, Steel bridges and 
other heavy projects were favored 
then to “prime the pump” of the dur- 
able goods industries. 

Now, Mr. Roosevelt said at a crowd- 
ed press conference, prices in those 
industries are far too high and dur- 
able goods production § is increasing 


faster than the output . of consumer 
goods.

The most persistent and most nat- 
ural question a traveler is asked is 
“What place did you like best?” and 
then, of course, he must tell why. 

This particular wanderer has al- 
ways picked out the city of Cairo, 
ancient and beautiful capital of 
mysterious Egypt. the true crossroads 
of the world. Then I would try to

our choice in the matter. For in- 
stance, we liked Tondon much bet- 
ter than we did Paris because our 
funds were practically nil in the gay 
French metropolis and in London a 
few bob always reposed in the Cain 
pocket in case of euangeney.

SENATOR GEOR 


Sit-Downs Are a Direct Con- 
travention of Law, Geor- 
gian Asserts. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, April 2.—Senator 
Walter F. George, of Georgia, today 
denounced sit-down strikes as in direct 
contravention of: law and order and 
declared himself in favor of a declara 
tion of policy on the part of congress 
against them. 

H ewas speaking on the floor in fav- 
vor of the Brynes’ amendment to the 
Vinson-Guffey coal bill, which would 
prevent a miner who has terminated 
his employment with a coal company 
from remaining on the property upon 
which he is employed. While the 
amendment did not mention sit-down 
strikes. it was generally interpreted 
by most senators as being aimed direct- 
ly at them. 

Matter of Public Policy. 

The Georgia senator expressed sur- 
prise that some of his colleagues would 
argue that the senate had no right 
to express itself on the sit~lown strikes 
in Michigan merely because the fed 
eral government had no jurisdiction 
over them. He explained that if con- 
gress was going to write a code of 
fair practice for the coal industry, 
which the Vinson-Guffey bill seeks to 
do, there was no reason why the sen 
ate should not put into the code a sim- 
ple declaration that congress, as A 
matter of public policy, did not ap- 
prove of the sit-down strike. 

“If we are going to write a code of 
fair practice,” Senator George declar- 
ed, “for my part I should be guilty 
of indefensible and inexcusable quib- 
bling if I should say ‘I am not willing 
to say that as a matter of fair prac- 
tice no one ought to hold the premises 
in which he is at work in this indus- 
try, producing articles of interstate 
commerce, after he has separated him- 
self from the service.’ ” 

Tacit Approval. 

While he admitted it was difficult 
to conceive how a sit-down strike could 
be carried on in the coal industry in 
any large way, there should be noth- 
ing that would etop the senate from 
euying that they did not think the sit- 
down strike was a practice that ougat 
to he encouraged. 

“I do not believe men are going to 
sit down underground,” he said, “but 
for my part, I do not think it is a 
practice worth the tacit 
this body.” 

The senator expresed it as his opin- 
ion that not even John L. Lewis, head 
of the United Mine Workers, approv- 
ed any such course of action.

Fort Oglethorpe in North Georgia 
Is Home of Famed Sixth Cavalry 


United States Army Has Number of Other, Smaller Mili- 
tary Posts at Augusta, Savannah and 
on Tybee Island. 


On April 6 the United States 
army observes Army Day, de- 
signed to call attention of the . 
general public to the activities 
and benefits of the organization. 
This is the fourth in a series of 
five articles written to outline the 
work and the history of the army 
in Georgia and the fourth corps 
area. 


Island at the mouth of the Savannah 
river, about 18 miles southeast of the 
city of Savannah.

of Ignazio Lupo, “The Wolf.” 

Lupo contested the right of the 
president to grant a pardon to which 
conditions are attached after Presi- 
dent Roosevelt last year had ordered 
him re-committed to the Atlanta pen- 
itentiary to complete service 
counterfeiting sentence, from which 
he had been paroled in 1920 and con- 
ditionally wag at in 1921 by Pres- 
ident Harding. Under the decision yes- 
terday he will have approximately 18 
more years to serve, Assistant United

Lupo also contended that, 
his sentence would have expired on 
April 13, 1930, under “good time” 
allowance, maintaing this allowance 
ran during the term of his pardon as 
well as during the term of his parole.

Lupo was convicted in the southern 
district of New York on February 19, 
1919, for counterfeiting and sentenced 
to serve 30 vears and to pay a $1,000 
fine. He began service of his sentence

ary, eerving until June 30, 1920, when 
he was released on parole. He was 
entitled to’ ten days good time, if 
earned, for each month served, includ- 
ing that part 
on parole. 

In 1921, however, Laipo wanted to 
visit Italy for. business reasons and in 
October was granted executive clem- 
ency by a document Judge Underwood 
said he construed to be a conditional 
pardon, This, Judge Underwood held, 
interrupted the running of the parole 
“and the time intervening between the 


date of the conditional pardon and its | 


revocation cannot be counted as part 
of the aervice of the sentence which 
was being served on parole.’ The par- 
don specified that Lupo be law-nabid- 
ing during the period of his sentence. 

Underwood said that under this view 
of the law, upon revocation of the 
conditional pardon, Lupo was restored 
to his previous e«tatus as a parolee 
and was subject at any 
his parole revoked by the parole board 
at any time during the service of his 
sentence, excluding that period dur- 
ing which he was relieved of all super- 
vision by virtue of the pardon. 

President's Right. 

In discussing the President's right 
to grant a conditional pardon, Judge 
Underwood said in his decision: 
is well settled that 
grant a pardon which may contain 
any conditions which the President 
may desire to impose that are not 
iilegal or immoral, and which are ac- 
cepted by the beneficiarr.” 

Lapo contended at his hearings he 
did not know the contents of the par- 
don and had not accepted the condi- 
tions. 

Judge Underwood — said, cen | 
that Lupo testified he could read and | 
write English: that he did 
was on parole and conld not leave 
New York and that after the receipt 
of this document could and did leave 
the state amd go to Italy;

Lupo is reputed to be one of the 
most dangerous and cunning criminals 
in the United States and had been 
Picked up hy New York police for 
questioning for more than a dozen 
crimes. He is a brother-in-law of Ciro 
Terranova, known as the Artichoke 
King at one time in New York, and 
necording to New York police headed 
the first of the business extortion rack- 
ets. His return to Atlanta came after 
authorities in New York recalled the 
pardon granted by Harding and Gov- 
ernor Hubert Lehman, of New York, 
requested President Roosevelt to re- 
voke the parden.

TVA STAY PETITION 
GIVEN SUPREME COURT 


Justice Cardozo Accepts 
Paper for Decision by 
Entire Tribunal. 


WASHINGTON, April 2.—(UP) 
Attorneys for the Georgia Power 
Company today asked the United 
States supreme court to stay a cir- 
cuit court of appeals order granting 
TVA the right to extend its electrifica- 
tion program into northwest Georgia. 

The petition. presented by Newton 
D. Baker, of Cleveland, and Walter 
T. Colquitt. of Atlanta, was handed 
to Justice Benjamin Cardozo today. 

The supreme court justice refused 
to take immediate action. He indi- 
cated, however, he would refer the re- 
quest to the full court, probably to- 
morrow. It was possible the court 
might rule Monday. 

The attorneys for the private until- 
ity contended the circuit court ruling 
represented a “head-on collision” be- 
tween two federal courts. 

United States District Judge John 
J. Gore. at Nashville, originally en- 
joined TVA from further expansion of 
its electrification program pending ul- 
timate adjudication of its constitu- 
tionality. Georgia Power sought to in- 
voke the injunction for northwest 
Georgia, but a United States court at 
Atlanta refused to permit. 

Carrying the case to the United 
States circuit court of appeals at New 
Orleans, the private utility again met 
defeat. 

Baker asked a limited stay of the |

peal in the Tennessee case before the 
sixth circuit court on April 16.
